W hen considering the q u estion of a point of sat­ 
u ration it is only the*cheaper cars that need to be 
considered. 
They make the m arket for the better 
cars and the broader the sale for the cneap cars 
becomes the more su re Is the high-priced car of its 
m arket. 
People get the au tomobile habit and they 
always progress. 
They never go 
ackward 
They 
will continu e to bu y the better cars as rapidly as 
their means will perm it 
Tho produ ction of this 
grade of car Is necessarily slow and It is never likely 
to go beyond the point of the nu bile demand. 
W ith reference to the popu lar-priced car, the m ar­ 
ket is so large that no amou nt of produ ction seems 
to overtake It. 
Ono reason for this is *Mt the I 
car ceases to be a lu xu ry and becomes a necessity. 
The u ses of cheap cars have so mu ltiplied that they 
have come to be regarded as a necessity to the every­ 
day life of the people. When the little cars become 
so u sefu l that they are an asset and not a liability 
the nu mber of people who can ^fforu to own them 
Is limited only by the nu mber of people who can 
afford to live and to make money. 
Dou btless some 
time will be reached when produ ction will overtake 
demand in this cou ntry, bu t by that time the factor 
of depreciation will fu rnish a reason for renewals 


of edu cation may be a resident of any portion of inc 
district. 
That is all right; the logic thu s far ie easily fol­ 
lowed. If the ou tside districts are a part of the high 
school district and pay taxes toward the maintenance 
of the high school, they ou ght in all fairness to have 
a vote on the selection of members of the school 
board, and there is every reesou why a resident of 
the ou tside area shou ld have a right to be a can­ 
didate for membership on the school board. 
Bu t the board of edu cation not only is the school 
board for the Santa Ana high school district bu t it 
is also the board of edu cation for the Santa Ana 
common school district, which lies entirely within the 
city limits of Santa Ana. 
That is, in the election to be held April 9 , in order 
that the ou tside districts may vote u pon the selection 
of a board to control their district, in recognition of 
a principle that is right, they also vote on the se­ 
lection of a board to control the Santa Ana elemen­ 
tary schools, in which the ou tside districts have no 
direct interest nor rights of participation. 
And, if a candidate for board of edu cation can be 
a resident of Greenville or Newport Beach, there is 
no reason why, so far as the law as constru ed by the 
attorney general is concerned, all five members of 
the board of edu cation shou ld not be residents of 
Greenville or Newport Beach.

California Statu tes a Ju mble 
Sa n Fra nc is c o Chronic le . ------- 
The statu tes of California are a horrible ju mble. 
As printed they inclu de hu ndreds of laws or parts 
of laws declared u nconstitu tional, and laws both as 
originally enacted and as amended. 
No lawyer can 
assu re himself that anything is the law u ntil he 
has followed its deviou s way throu gh the cou rts and 
the layman acts u pon what he thinks is the law at 
his peril. 
John A. McGilvray, legislative cou nsel, says he is 
working on a plan to bring all the laws relating to 
one su bject Into a single definite place in the code. 
Also to repeal all laws obsolete or which have been 
declared u nconstitu tional. 
More power to his arm! 
Bu t he may need.to be backed by a constitu tional 
amendment. 
A very wholesome provision of the constitu tion, 
which shou ld certainly be retained, reads in part as 
follows: 
Every act shall embrace bu t one su bject, which 
su bject shall be expressed in its title. 
No law shall 
be revised or amended by reference to its title. 
ThaJ is sou nd law, bu t it practically prohibits 
codification by legislative action 
.

Tbe Santa Ana common school district shou ld have 
a school board elected by electors of Santa Ana and 
by nobody else.

W ith 
prop r safegu ards that can be done aa ', codification 
by the u su al processes elsewhere shou ld be made 
possible at some specified intervals. 
It cannot be 
done withou t a constitu tional amendment. 
Of cou rse the legislative cou nsel is perfectly fa­ 
miliar with this and we assu me that his proposal 
Is to print certain laws and omit others. 
There Is 
need for u .ore than that and some practicable means 
shou ld be worked ou t.

The colleagu es of John Sharp Williams, retiring 
senator from Mississippi, wanted to give him a fare­ 
well banq u et. It wou ld have been the -biggest and 
most elaborate affair of the kind within the memory 
of the present generation of statesmen, fittingly com­ 
memorating Senator Williams’ 30 years of service 
and reflecting the esteem in which he is held by men 
of all parties.
